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Claims 7-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on September 1 1 , 2006. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-6 in the reply filed on 
September 11, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search 
for azithromycin degradation products would necessitate the search for methods of 
purifying azithromycin . This is not found persuasive because the search of claims 1- 
16, which are directed to specific compounds does not require the search of claims 7- 
10, which are directed to analyzing a different compound. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a specific and substantial utility ora well-established utility 
asserted utility or a well established utility. 

The claimed azithromycin degradation products are not supported by either a 
specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility because the 
specification fails to assert any utility for the claimed compounds and neither the 
specification as filed nor any art of record disclose or suggest any activity for the 
claimed compounds such that any utility would be well established for the claimed 
compounds 
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Claims 1-6 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific asserted utility or a well 
established utility asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth 
above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bright (U.S. Patent No. 4,474,768). 

Bright discloses a pharmaceutical composition comprising azithromycin (column 
7, lines 23-54). The claimed degradation products are inherently contained in the 
compositions disclosed by Bright.
